Critehfield, the gas expert of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, who has 
been making scientific investigation 
in the state's laboratory of the value 
/of 
gas delivered at varying pres- 


sures, now reports. 


After describing the technical ap- 


pliances used he exposes to public 
view the mystery of the gas meter to 
vindicate its veracity. 


Mr Critchftcid takes up the com- 


mon diaphragm type, saying: 


"Within the tin body or case are 


two compartments, a large lower and 
and an upper and smaller compart- 
jnent. The lower contains two leather 
diaphragms, the upper the valves, 
'gears, and the 'clock' or registering 
device. Each meter has two outside 
openings, otherwise it is gas tight. 
One of these openings admits gas 
jfrom the street main into the meter, 
ithe other opening is 
the outlet 


through which seas passes from the 
meter into the house lines. The prin- 
ciple on which the meter operates is 
somewhat similar to that of another 


inspect and test many domestic me- 
ters and, taking into consideration the 
conditions under which- meters oper- 
ate, as they are exposed to the action 
of the gas within and heat, cold and 
moisture without, I can. safely say the 
gas meter is the most reliable'meas- 
uring apparatus made. 


The fact that large quantities of 


gas may be compressed into small 
volumes permits f its 
transportation 


over large distances and makes it 
possible for cities hundreds of miles 
removed from the source to be sup- 
plied with apparent ease. This con- 
traction of volume by compressing 
can be controlled at the will of the1 
Utility. But when the Utility releases 
in its distributing system this com-j 
pressed gas, it loses control, and the 
other phenomenon of expansibility 
takes place, limited in its action only 
by the joint use of the Utility's pa-, 
trons. 
In other words, the response 


of the gas confined in the mains to 
expand itself to a volume that will 
meet the simultaneous requirements 
of every consumer served, results in 


familiar devic*-, viz., the blacksmith's dissipating the pressure to such a de- 
bellows. As the blacksmith opens the 
bellows air i= drawn in, and as he 
closes this hujr^ leather baj* the air 
within is -forr'd out into the forge. 


In Meter's Lungs. 


So in the m<-i?r. these two leather 


diaphragms take the place of two 
miniature bd]<i.\s which alternately 
ftll with gas from the main and, in 
turn, close, forcing the gas onward 
into the

posite, and that there must always 
bn war between them. 
They try to 


incite one class or the other to an 
aggressive attitude, 
believing that 


only by the exercise of force can 
they secure their rights. 


This idea is contrary to all other 


human experience. No kind of activ- 
ity is successful 
unless the people 


engaged in it work harmoniously. 
If employer and employe are at odds, 
either in open hostility or in latent 
feeling, they will never turn out a 
.large or satisfactory product. 


The power of labor and the pow- 


er of capital are pretty well balanc- 
ed. 
By persistent 
strikes 
labor 


might get a little larger pay. By 
persistent lock-outs, 
captal might 


b.; able to starve out its help and get 
labor for a little less. But each side 
is so strong under modern conditions 
that neither would get much more 
by such a policy of warfare. 
The 


gains would not begin to pay for the 
losses. 


The only way for either labor or 


capital to secure larger gains, is Jo 
Increase production as a 
whole. 


When there is a bigger 
product to 


divide, each party wJli get a bigger 
share.

only way to 


get a bigger production, is for la- 
bor and capital to reach a harmoni- 


mies, thus saving what she can out 
of the coming wreck of her plans 
and her hopes.

the German Empire territorially in- 
tact.
